■2d  FruCtidor,  Auguft  19. 
V  The  advanced  guard  of  Gen.  Co- 
daud's  divifion,  commapded  by  Gen. 
iN'cy,  prepared  to  attack  the  enemy 
on  the  morning  of  .  the  30th  Medidor; 
(Aug.  and  for  this  purpol'e  filed 
off  by  the  gt  eai  road  which  leads  from 
Ke'rJb&acti  to  Sullbueh.  This  road, 
the  only  one  that  is  practicable  for  ar- 
tillery, is  lima  e<!  in  a  defile  not  more 
than  20ctoi)cs  s\  idc  in  the  wideftpart. 
The  mountains  on  eitlier  fide  are  very 
hi gh,  £ttd  their  fummits  are  cloathed 
with  fhi,  planted  extremely  thick. — 
The  dittance  troin  llerlbruch  to  Suit- 
bach,  is  firt  lengucs.  The  enemy's 
advanced  pods  v. ere  ftttioned  two 
league!  from  Sulzbach  in  a  wood  oft 
the  fide  of  the  road,  between  which 
and  the  mountain  that  forms  the  right 
of  the  defile,  is  a  plain  bounded  by 
other  woods,  on  width  the  enemy  had 
placed  a  few  fquadions,  and  foine  ar- 
tillery. On  the  left  of  rhe  woods 
which  border  on  the  road,  the  enemy 
had  placed  artillery  on  a  fpot  which 
commandeda  view  of  the  whole  coun- 
try for  two  leagues  round. 

«•  !n  t'.ds  fit  nation  the  enemy  wait- 
ed to  receive  Its.  On  thole  parts  of 
the  hills  which  were  aoceilible,  they 
had  polled  rifienien  in  the  woods  on 
^.^yHkright  and  left  :  we  had  therefore 
to  receive  their  fire,  that  of  the  artil- 
lery on  the  road  and  in  the  plain,  and 
that  of  the  troops  flationed  in  front 
of  the  wood.  (Jen.  Ney  immediate- 
ly drew  up  his  troops  ;  after  a  fhort 
and  energetic  fpecrh,  he  ordered  the 
wood  to  be  can  ied  with  the  bag  oner, 
and  at  the  fa  i>e  time  he  made  the  flan* 
r  kers  of  his  right  wing  climb  the  hill, 
^  in  order  to  divert  the  attention  of  the 
enemy  from  the  main  attack. 

Gen.  Hohenloe  v».'S  in  the  wO'ds, 
and  by  his  pretence  animated  the 
ir.  ops.  The  fire  in  the  front  and 
franks  was  terrible  ;  but  it  did  not 
damp  the  courage  of  our  brave  fel- 
lows. They  entered  the  wood  with 
their  i.f.nl  iutt  epidhy  ;  and  the  ene- 
my unable  ro  withuand  the  impetuof- 
ityof  their. attack,  difperfied  and  fled. 
Jn  vain  did  Prince  Hohenhe  attempt 
to  mil  ,  them  ;  they  were  deaf  to  his 
vbiee,  and  only  llftened  to  that  of  fear. 
3etli  j\ey  purlued  them,  and  Gen. 
Hohenloe  was  folely  indebted  for  his 
fafety  to  the  fwifrnefs  of  his  horfe. 

•  "  We  remained  mailers  of  the  w  ood, 
the  plain  and  part  of  the  road.  But  in 
propo:;ion  as  we  attempted  to  ad- 
vance, the  obftatle  increafed.  The 
enemy,  embolden ed  by  the  advanta- 
geous poiition  which  they  occupied, 
and  fupportcd  by  powerful  reinforce- 
ments, advanced  to  attack  us.  The 
commander  in  chief  was  then  obliged 
to  change  his  pofition  ;  he  ordered  the 
main  ho  ly  of  Colaud's  divifion  to  ad- 
vance and  fupport  his  van  gu2rd,  in 
^dcr  to  tttrtl  completely  the  enemy's 
rigdit.  During  1 1 1  is  time,  den,  Ney 
maintained  his  ad  vjjnrage,  and  as  foon 
as  he  was  reinforced  from  the  main 
hotly,  he  rtnewed  the  charge  With 
fre!h  ardor.

holy  of  light  infantry  into  the  ham- 
let. The  enemy,  being  apprifed  of 
this  circumllance,  detached  feme 
troops  &  artillery  to  recover  the  Wood, 
but  the  fiie  of  oen.  Oliver's  brigade 
compelled  them  to  fall  back  upon  the 
rock.  '1  his  movement  prevented  the 
enemy  from  perceiving  that  we  had 
thrown  troops  into  the  hamlet.  Gen. 
lNey  fent  a  iquadron  of  Challeurs  to 
arrange  them  (elves  in  battle  ot  array. 
The  enemy  immediately  ordered  three 
fquadrons  of  the  regiment  of  Latotir 
to  charge  it.

Ai  length  Gen.  Le- 
febie  reached  the  heights  on  the  left, 
but  the  enemy  Itill  defended  them- 
lelvei  with  pbftinacy,  while  the  daik- 
nels  of  the  bight  increafed  the  horror 
of  the  combat.  The  fifing  continued 
until  eleven  o'c  lock.  I  he  eiiemy  had 
left  part  of  their  light  troops  on  the 
Glacis  of  Sulzbach,  which  being  divi- 
ded from  tl'.e  rock  by  a  deep  ravine, 
was  a  poliiion  not  to  he  attacked.

of  Helie-CaGil.  Thpre  can  be  no 
doubt  but  that  England,  for  its  own 
protection,  requires  fomething  in  re- 
turn from'  the  King  of  Pruflia,  which 
the  latter  cannot  perform  without  in- 
curring the  hatred  of  a  great  Power. 
It  is  true  that  William  the  II.  may, 
without  the  fnppoi  t  of  England,  make

Hammond's  interview  w  ith  the  K  ing 
ofPrulfia,  although  it  did  not  produce 
the  advantages  whieh  were  expected- 
to  re  Cult  from  it,  neverthelefs  enable 
that  Gentleman  to  afcertain  one  ve- 
ry material  and  important  fact— name- 

'*  That  the  French  Government, 
had  not  thefmallclt  objection  to  treat 
with  this  country— but  that,  for  the 
purpofe  of  fupporting  their  Conltitu- 
tion  in  thi:  eyes  of  their  country,  and 
of  proving  to  all  Europe  the  ample 
confclidation  ot  the  Republic,  any 
proportion  the  Britifh  (government 
might  mai.e  011  the  '"object  of  Peace, 
mult  be  madcin  a  direct  unequivocal 
manner  to  the  Directory  itfelf."

Miniitry  are  willing  tc.  agree  to,  for 
the  purpofe  of  reltoring  peace  to  Eu- 
roj)c.  Thofe  terms  ai  e  alieatiy  drawn 
up.  —  We  at  e  well  allured  they  have 
been  dictated  with  finccrity,  and  that 
they  are  at  once  fo  liberal,  wife,  and 
honourable,  as  to  afford  the  molt  rati- 
onal ground  of  hope  that  they  cannot 
fail  to  produce  the  molt  favorable  im- 
prcflion, not  only  upon  the  nien.bcrs 
of  the  French  Government,  but  upon

fion  of  Jamaica  and  Gibraltar;  that 
the  w  ar  to  be  carried  On  in  fitrure  mult 
be  a  vigorous  fea-wai  ,  ai  d  no  other  ; 
and  that  orders  were  already  given 
to  bombard  all  refractory  ports  in  the 
Mediterranean.

'*  In  confeqnence  of  orders  from 
Court,  all  the  Englifh  vellels  in  thi« 
haibour  have  been  embargoed  ;  the 
ruildeis  taken  off  and  conveyed  up  to 
Pi:r.taie&,  the  inward  pott  of  the  Bay. 
iiiT'ilar  orders  have  of  courle  been 
fent  to  all  'he  other  lea-port  towns  ;a 
Spain.  This  unexpected  event  has  " 
greatly  damped  the  fpiiits  of  the 
people  ;  all  ha;:  this  day  been  confuli- 
on.  Ntfta  linglcnegoc'iation  hasbeen 
made  in  this  great  commercial  city,  * 
and  government  notes,  w  hich  on  the 
20th  were  at  1/  percentum  lofs,  have 
rifen  up  to  18  percentum  lofs."
